On April 27, 1982 you sent for our opinion an engraved copper 
plate purporting to be of the $6 1774 Maryland issue face plate. 

We have examined it and wish to point out that the 1767, 1770 and 
1774 Maryland issues were all printed from raised lead type and cast lead 
borders and insignia. They were not printed from engraved intaglio plates. 

The plate you sent seems to be made of electro lytically pure 
copper which was not available in 1774. 

Apparently the plate was made by the photoengraving process from 
a genuine bill because there are things missing from the plate which are 
found in some of the well printed or complete bills. 

The wide border decoration on the side with T SPARROW in it extends 
outwardly and stops in a line just beyond SIX. In the genuine bill (copy 
enclosed) the decoration continues into a stub. 

The hypens after AN in ANNO and after MARY in MARYLAND are missing. 

The comma after ANNAPOLIS is missing. 

The t in the word at following the word Silver is missing. 

The ornament in the base border under M of DOMINI is incomplete 
as are several other ornaments. 

It could be said that the copper plate was made for a book, 
but the signatures and numbering are missing. They are in ink on genuine 
pieces and ^ould be on an illustration. Thus, I believe this plate is
